75 MOSs 
Face New 


Tests 


WASHINGTON — Seventy-five | 


three-digit MOSs will be tested in 
February when—for the first time 
—the Army’s new verified pri- 
mary MOS (VPMOS) program will 
go into efféct to judge whether 
EM have the proper job qualifi- 
cations. That was announced this 
week. 


Results of the test will not only 
be used for award of PVMOSs but 
also for granting of pro pay. 

Thirty-two MOSs will be tested 
for the first time, 31 for the 
second time and 12 for the third 
time. It was not known how many 
men would be tested but in the 
August round of testing about 
54,000 men took examinations. 

EM E-4 and above in the 32 
specialties to be tested for the 
first time will not only be trying 
for pro pay but for a VPMOS and 
won’t ‘know until they are given 
their scores how they stand. 

Men up for a second or third 
testing already know their stand- 
ing and this puts them in a good 
position. All men tested in all the 
MOSs must score 70 or above to 
get a VPMOS. 

Since men _ previously 
already have been scored, 
will know pretty well their 
chances of scoring above the 
needed 70. They also know now 
how hard they must bone up if 
they want to qualify for a VPMOS. 

Those Who fail to score above 
70 face retraining, reclassification 
in their PMOS or possibly reclass- 
ification to a new MOS. The

Oversea Returnees 


To Get AG Orders 


WASHINGTON — The Army in 
November will take another step 
in its program to issue assignment 
instructions from Washington for 
all enlisted people in the replace- 
ment system. Starting then, all en- 
listed personnel returning from 
overseas will receive orders from 
the Adjutant General here. 

Hitherto, the usual procedures 
has been for the DA to issue in- 
structions to major commands in 
the field directing bulk reassign- 
ment by number, grade and MOS. 

Also, in November by-name as- 
begin for the 
majority of “EM in CONUS in 
grades E-7 through E-1 who are 
placed on levy for oversea service 





during February 1961 and from 
then on. 

The Army, in its personnel let- 
ter, said that gradual effect of its 
program to make all assignments 
by name from Washington will 
provide:

FOURTH ARMY LEADS 





Seceiiny Rates Up in Year 


WASHINGTON — Winners of 
the Army’s annual competition for 
recruiting and reenlistment in 
CONUS were announced this week 
by the Army. Fourth and Third 
Armies, the Quartermaster Corps 
and Ordnance Corps were big win- 
ners of the FY ’60 contests. 

Best recruiting was performed 
by Fourth Army, which met 111 
percent of its objective. Third 





Army and Quartermaster Corps 
had the best rates for immediate 
reenlistment of permanent party 
personnel, and Third Army and 
Ordnance showed: the greatest im- 
provement in reenlistment rates 
over the past year. 

In the Army's announcement of 
the results, it was noted that re- 
enlistment rates in all instances 
improved materially over those for 





FY ’59. It was also noted that in- 
itial enlistments for the Regular 
Army increased and that the in- 
put consisted solely of individuals 
in the highest three mental cate- 
gories, where the previous year 
thousands of soldiers in the fourth 
category were signed up.

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No Stateside 
Station Moves 
Within 12 Years

WASHINGTON — Caught 
in- a budget squeeze, the 
Army is now preparing whole- 
sale changes to its regulations 
which will drastically reduce 
PCS moves, TDY and travel 
of any sort by air. 


Last week, Army Times re- 
ported that about 57,000 soldiers 
once scheduled to go to oversea 
assignments by air will be held up 
for several months and go by ship. 
But this troop movement juggle 
was only the first sign of what now 
appears to be a complete overhaul 
of the troop movement and travel 
picture. 


In a circular which used 
stronger wording than any this re- 
porter has seer in months, the 
Army laid down the line on what 
it is going to have to do during 
coming months. The circular (614- 
7) deals with proposed reductions 
in permanent change of station 
travel for enlisted men. 


A note of urgency is sounded 
from the start when a $33 million 
figure is cited as the amount by 
which PCS travel expenses must 
be’ reduced during the present 
fiscal. year. Rising travel costs, 
MPA appropriations and reduc- 
tions in the Army PCS movement 
program are cited as the cause of 
these cuts. 

Explaining that movements of 
troops necessitated by personnel 


_| gains and losses cannot be reduced 
sufficiently to meet these cuts, the 
circular says: “Therefore, every 
other feasible measure must be 


taken to reduce unnecessary travel 
expense in order to meet Army 
strength, training and deployment 
requirements within the reduced 
availability of PCS travel funds.” 

Until more money is available 
and the current problem is solved, 
the Army’s over-all policy will be 
to leave EM in place for as long 
as possible with movements only 
when necessary to meet opera- 
tional requirements. 

The basic rule which will be 
followed to meet this policy will 
be a minimum tour of 18 months

More Nike Hercules Units 
Seen for National Guard

HONQLULU—Lt. Gen. Robert J. 
Wood; Army Air Defense Com- 
mand CG, this week predicted 
more Nike Hercules missiles will 
be assigned the Army National 
Guard as new and later style mis- 
siles are assigned active Army 
units. 

Wood’s announcement, before 
the National Guard Association, is 
the first that the Guard’s Her- 
cules role will be expanded be- 
yond the six Hercules batteries 
the component now mans in de- 
fense of the Hawaiian islands. 

Wood also hinted that the time 
is not toc far off when the Guard 
may assume a Nike Zeus anti- 
missile role. 

Wood, in an address to dele- 
gates attending the 82d general 
conference of the National Guard 
Association, pointed out that the 
Guard’s future role with the Her- 
cules will depend upon how well 
the six on-site unites in Hawaii 
perform. 

The Hawaii Guard, with full re- 
sponsibility of the air defense of 
the islands, will be on-site at all 
six Hercules locations by next 
May. 

Wood noted that “success of 
the program in Hawaii with Nike 
Hercules missiles could have a 
bearing on the question of whether 
Guard units participating within 
the continental U.S. air defense 
setup will also man this weapon.” 

The Army chief said that the 
Guard may eventually be assigned 
the Nike Zeus, particularly since 
“continued successes of Nike Zeus 
development tests seem to be lead-

ARPA Aid 
Unit Named 


WASHINGTON — Defense De- 
partment announced this week that 
it has set up a special advisory 
group to make recommendations 
to the Advanced Research Pro- 
jects Agency (ARPA) on future 
ballistic missile defense. 

Members of the group will be 
representatives of the laboratories 
under contract in ARPA’s project 
“Defender,” a project aimed at 
finding advanced means of coun- 
tering ballistic missiles of the fu- 
ture. The group will promote the 
exchange of ideas and information 
between ARPA’s technical manage- 
ment and research people. 

Some of the factors which will 
come under the new advisory 
groups jurisdiction are missile 
launch detection, tracking, dis- 
crimination between warheads and 
decoys and possibilities for de- 
struction. 

Members of the advisory group 
and their alternates are Dr. George 
Zissis and Dr. G. H. Suits of the 
Willow Run Laboratory, William 
S. Holmes and George M. Cash of 
the Cornell Aeronautical Labora 
tory, R. L. Leadabrand and Dr 
A. R. Tobey of the Stanford Re- 
search Institute, and Dr. D. E. 
Dustin and Dr. V. A. Nedzel of 
the Lincoln Laboratory. 

Recommendations of the group 
will be made to ARPA’s assistant 
director for ballistic. missile de- 
fense, Albert M. Rubenstein. Dr. 
Charles W. Cook, chief of the re- 
search branch, has been named 
executive secretary to assist and

Services’ Voting 
Drive Nears End 


(Following is another in the series of articles on voting for service-

WASHINGTON — With election 
day barely two weeks away, the 
services’ get-out-the-vote drive has 
narrowed to a push to get members 
to mark and return their absentee 
ballots. Few still have time to 
make application for the forms if 
they have not already done so. 

As the big day approaches, how- 
ever, voting officers can expect 
a barrage of last-minute questions 
from those who have missed the 
application deadlines but still 
want to vote. Should they attempt 
to vote in person locally? The 
answer for most will probably be 
a flat “No.” It can be a compli- 
cated and costly process. 

The last phase of the absentee 
process ig the actual marking of 
the ballot. This part is up to the 
voter and how he casts his ballot 
is no one else’s business. The big 
point here is to follow instructions 
closely. If the ballot calls for an 
“X” in the desired square, an 
“O” or some other mark can throw 
out the form. So can doedles or 
other marks which might look like 
an attempt to make the ballot iden- 
tificable. 

Once the ballot is marked, the 
next important step is to make 
sure it is eligible to be counted. 
Rule of thumb is to follow to the 
letter the instructions furnished 
with the ballot. This may include 
completion of an affidavit or get- 
ting it certified by an officer or 
NCO. The rules vary by states 
- and voters should follow only the 
instructions they themselves re- 
ceive. 

Addressing the ballot back to 
the right authority is also vital. 
The address may be printed on it 
or @m accompanying envelope. Or 
it may have to be supplied. For 
those who add their own addresses, 
it is important to include the coun- 
ty as well as city and state.

THE TEMPTATION to vote in 
person may be strong among some 
who meant to send for a ballot 
but failed to meet the deadlines. 
This may be a risky business, how- 
ever, and members may be wise 
to check thoroughly into the con- 
sequences. 

For a very few servicemen who 
happen to be based within in-per- 
son voting distance of their home 
state and precinct, the personal 
ballot is doubtless safe enough. 

For many others, it will be im 
possible at this late date. This is 
because most areas require a cer- 
tain amount of residence and reg- 
istration a month or so before 
election day. Being based in a 
state does not itself mean that 
one is a resident for voting pur- 
poses but some officials may rule 
that it is enough to allow the 
balloting. 

o . 

EVEN IF ONE is able to estab- 
lish himself as a qualified voter in 
the state where he is based, it 
may not be to his advantage to do 
so. There are many factors in 
both the services and the civilian 
world which hinge on the state a 
person claims as residence. Vot- 
ing may not necessarily change 
one’s status, but it can have influ- 
ence when residence becomes a 
matter of dispute. Here are some 
of the things affected by a per- 
son’s residence. 

Taxation—Every member is sup- 
posed to be taxed by the state he 
claims as home. The Soldiers and 
Sailors Relief Act protects him 


against taxation by another state. |! ‘be

But, if he claims one and votes 
in another, he could open the ques- 
tion of which has a claim on him. 


State bonuses—Most states now 
give bonuses on the basis of the 
residence claimed on entry to ac- 
tive duty. Kentucky was one of 
the most recent to drop a ruling 
that residence must continue after 
enlistment. Again, a disputed case 
might be influenced by the place 
where the member voted. There 
is also the possibility that some 
future bonuses could be more 
strict on this point. 

License plates—Normally states 
allow servicemen to buy plates 
from their home states even though 
they are based elsewhere. A 
change of voting residence could 
raise questions about this entitle 
ment, however. 


Overseas pay—One of the ques- 
tions involving the effects of Alas- 
kan statehood on servicemen arose 
more than a year ago. The problem 
was whether a member based in 
Alaska could vote locally and still 
collect overseas pay. In one deci 
sion, the Comptroller ruled that 
the voting alone did mot neces 
sarily prove the member was 
claiming Alaska as his state of 
residence. But, he indicated the 
action, along with others, could 
affect his status. 

o + . 


REGARDLESS OF whether the 
act of voting actually blocks the 
member from certain benefits, 
there are a number of reasons for 
not switching states with every new 
assignment. Having a “home” state 
is important to every citizen’s 
right of representation, to his chil- 
dren’s entitlement to attend state 
colleges and institutions, and to 
his claim for other entitlements. 
Unless he actually intends to settle 
down in the new state and remain 
there after retirement, switching 
may be a costly price to pay for 
the voting right. 

In any case, the member tempted 
to vote locally should at least talk 
it over with his voting and legal 
officers before he makes his de- 
cision.

New Zeus Motor 


Passes Test 


WASHINGTON A newly 
designed small rocket motor which 
will power the third stage of the 
Army’s Nike-Zeus anti-ICBM mis- 
sile was given its first test this 
week at the Thiokol Co.’s Redstone 
Arsenal plant in Huntsville, Ala. 
The Army described the test as 
a complete success, and another 
big forward step in its Zeus pro- 
gram. 

Successful firing of the third 
stage motor gave added assurance, 
the Army said, that full, three 
stage missile firings will be carried 
out on. schedule — probably late 
next year. All three stages of the 
Zeus have yet to be tested to- 
gether. Several tests have demon- 








strated the satisfactory perform- 


completion of their training 

Under previous administrative 
procedures, certain individuals 
spent only two years in Ready 
Reserve status as unit members, 
but could be absent from drill as- 
semblies almost the entire period. 
This will no longer be possible. 

The free ride occurred when a 
college-bound unit member moved 
to a temporary address where he 
could not attend drills. In the 
past, he continued to be a member 
of his home unit. Under the new 
rule, he would be transferred to 
corps where he attends school. 

Here’s an example to illustrate 
the old and the new policies: 

Pvt. John Doe is separated from 
active duty after serving two 
years.. Policies governing fulfill 
ment of his reserve obligation re- 
quire that he serve as a drill unit 
member until his fourth anniver- 
sary of induction or remain in a 
non-drilling control group until his 
fifth anniversary. 

Soon after coming home, Doe 
joins a local unit or is mandatorily 
assigned to a drill slot: A few 
weeks later, he breaks the news 
to his unit commander that he 
has decided to attend law school 
at a far-away institution and con- 
sequently will be “temporarily” 
absent from drills. However, he 
plans to attend summer sessions 
and work part-time throughout to 
help pay tuition costs.

transfer to Standby Reserve status 
on his fourth anniversary. 

The new rule requires that an 
individual like Pvt. Doe must 
be severed from his unit assign- 
ment and his records transferred 
to the corps of his temporary ad- 
dress. If he has a year of drill 
service to his credit before the 
move he'll still be eligible for 
Standby transfer on his fourth 
anniversary. If his drill service 
has been less than a year, though, 
he’ll remain in Ready Reserve con- 
trol group status until his fifth 


The new transfer policy was 
published recently as Change 5 to 
Army Regulation 140-244. 

Many corps have interpreted 
the new procedure as applying to 
all reservists. However,. it is in- 
tended to apply only to school- 
bound unit members, not to men 
assigned to control groups. 

Administration of non-unit re- 
servists’ records. and training as- 
signments will continue to be 
handled by the corps of the in- 
dividuals’ permanent residence. 
Notice of a temporary change of 
address is forwarded from the re- 
servist’s home area to the corps 
in his area of temporary residence, 
but when the time comes for him 
to attend mandatory summer 
training, his orders are issued by 
the home corps.

THE MAIN PURPOSE of the 
recent procedural change was to 
put administrative controls in the 
proper place. The action will open 
many unit assignment slots cur- 
rently held by absent members 
attending college. Such men have 
been subject to attachment to 
other drill units near the school, 
but in many cases there was no 
opportunity for the student to at- 
tend assemblies. However, regard- 
less of the situation, the student’s 
absences from drills was counted 
against the attendance record of 
his unit of assignment. 

Under the changed regulation, 
transferred individuals who have 
a training obligation will be “fur- 
ther assigned in accordance with 
existing directives.” This means 
the man will be assigned to a new 
drill unit if possible, or else be 





placed in a control group.

Security ‘Way Station’ Keeps 
Sharp Eye on Army Information 


By GENE FAMIGLIETTI 


WASHINGTON—A real testimonial to the power of positive thinking is the Army’s 
Office for the Freedom of Information in the Pentagon. Two years ago, a less public re- 


lations conscious Army. knew 

The office is described by its 
chief, William J. Donohoe, as “a 
wayside station on the pipeline 
of security review.” With his 
one-man staff, John Mantle, he re- 
views informational material— 
speeches, statements before Con- 
gress, technical papers, these 
and films—for security violations. 
An estimated 400 to 500 requests 
for clearance come into the of- 
fice each month. 

“We don’t pretend to read 
every word he says. “Thousands 
of pages come through here 
everyday.” 

About the hardest items for his 
offi to handle, Donohoe says, 
are technical papers. These are 
usually sent to boards at other in- 
stallations. 

The Freedom of Information 
Office doesn’t have the last word 
in security matters. After put- 
ting its approval on a speech or 
a document, it must go to the De- 
partment of Defense for scrutiny. 
It isn’t unusual for Defense then 
to refuse its approval. 

His office, Donohoe insists, tries 
to clear a request. within 10 days. 
Defense usually takes about five 
days for action. Some technical

$10 Down and $10 a Month 
Could Cost You Anything 


The following article, which explains what it really 
costs to buy on credit, is the last of a series. The series

S A consumer you are faced 

with a bewildering variety of 
rates and ¢harges when you buy 
an article or borrow money on the 
installment plan. 

For example, if you desire to ob- 
tain -credit for a $100 purchase, 
you may be faced with the follow- 
ing choices; 

(1) No rate is quoted—you are 
sold on the basis of, say, $10 
down, and $10 a month. The ques- 
tion is, how many months, what 








are the other charges, what is the 
total I have to pay back? This 
total could be anything from $106 | 
to over $150. 

(2) Add-on—You are told that 
the finance charge is $6 or 6% per | 
year. This quoted rate is based | 
on the number “6.”. The actual | 
rate is nearly double (because 
when you repay on installment you 
do not have the use of the entire | 
$100 for a year; the average | 
amount is about half). Sometimes | 
this rate is quoted as “$6 per hun- 
dred.” 

(3) Simple mo.thly rate—This | 
rate is commonly quoted by small 
loan companies and_ revolving 
credit plans, as, for example “12 
percent a month.” If the rate ap- 
plies to the unpaid balance, the | 
simple annual rate is 12 times the | 
monthly figure, or 18%. 

(4) Discount rate — This a| 
variation of the add-on. An add-on 
of $6 or 6% means that you get 
$100 (in cash or goods) and must | 
pay back $106. A discount means 
that you get $94, but owe $100. | 
Once again, the actual rate is| 
about twice the quoted rate. (Ac-| 
tually in this case 114%.) 

(5) Simple interest (or effective | 
interest or true interest) — Your | 
charges are computed on the un-| 
paid balance of the loan outstand- 
ing at the time of partial or final 
payment. 

(6) Fees — These are charges | 
made in connection with a loan | 
or credit transaction to cover the | 
costs in making credit investiga- | 
tions, in filing and recording mort. | 
gages, or in providing insurance 
coverages. 

(7) Carrying charges — A flat 
fee which is generally based on| 
the amount of credit advanced and | 
sometimes computed as an “add- | 
on” percentage, charged for “car- 
rying” you on. the account. receiv- 
able books for any given period of 
time. ,

and refund practices differ widely, 
the problem of rate comparison is 
difficult as well as important. If 
loans are discounted, if add-on 
loans are paid in installments, if 
loans with precomputed charges 
are prepared, if fees are charged 
for services of various kinds, or if 
simple interest is charged at a 
rate other than a constant rate, the 
“true rate” will differ from the 
stated rate, and under certain cir- 
cumstances be more than triple the 
stated rate. It makes sense to comi- 
pare rates both in terms of dollars 
and true rates of interest. 


Before You Sign 


COMPARE PRICES. Get the cost 
for cash and time price (including 
cost and all charges) from several 
dealers. A high cash price may 
include extra charges. A low cash 
price. may mean high financing 
charges. 

SIZE UP YOUR DEALER. If 
he insists on financing instead of 
a cash deal, watch out! 


on the finance charges. 

READ THE CONTRACT AND 
ASK QUESTIONS. Be sure all the 
spaces are filled in, and that you 
understand the terms. ‘ 


FIND OUT WHO THE CREDI- 
TOR WILL BE. The contract may 
be turned over to a bank or a 
sales finance company.

If you buy merchandise on time, 
you ordinarily sign one of these 
papers: a chattel mortgage, a con- 
ditional sales contract, a bailment 
lease, a security agreement. 

This is what you agree to when 

you sign: 

1. You agree to pay your debt 
in installments, including all 
charges stated ‘in the contract. The 
creditor sets the charges. 

2. You agree that while you get 
possession of the merehandise, the 
creditor owns it until ‘you pay in 
full. 

3. You agree not. to sell the 
merchandise, or move it away, or 
include it in another transaction. 
This restriction on no moving can 
be very important to a military 
man because of his frequént trans- 
fers. Try to get the restriction 
taken out of any loan agreements 
if you can. If you do have loans 
with such a no-move restriction 
clause and you get orders, run — 
do not walk — to your legal aid 
officer. 

4. You agree to be responsible 
for loss or damage. This is why 
insurance is often required. 

5. You agree that if you fail to 
make payments as promised, the 
creditor can take back the mer- 
chandise, or hold you liable for 


the entire unpaid balance. He can 
do this even if you owe only ONE 
payment. 

* 


-~REMEMBER THIS: You buy at 
your own risk with less protection 
than if you borrow cash. Even in 
areas where loan charges for cash 
loans (Texas; for example, has no 
small loan law) are strictly regu- 
lated, there are likely to be few 
restrictions on financing charges 
for time payments. 


Frankly our advice is to borrow 
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the cash you need to buy anything 
from your credit union or your 
bank, where you can depend on a 
square deal from people you can 
trust. 

But if you do. decide to get 
financing elsewhere, you need the 
‘information you have been given 
|here to be sure you are getting 
'a square deal. Good luck!

Military Police are to be given 
instruction in the use of helicop- 
ters in traffic control as soon as 
plans now in the drawing board 
stage are realized. 

A patrolman will be riding with 
a pilot from the 93d Trans Co. in 
a specially-equipped H-13 helicop- 
ter. Apprehension of the speeder 
will be accomplished in one of two 
methods, officials said. The MP 
riding with the pilot will either 
land at a point near the road, or 
he will be able to radio the desk 


sergeant or a passing MP patrol 
car. 
The “choppers” also will be 


used in other ways by the military 
police. 

A helicopter with a radio, tuned 
to the military police channel will 
be available for use in search mis- 
sions where patrol] vehicles can- 
not be readily used, and military 
policeman can be flown to the 
scene of the search, 

Also, the helicopter can lead po- 
lice vehicles to the scene of an 
aircraft accident, where the MPs 
will be used as guards on the down- 
ed craft. The aircraft can also be 
used in carrying personnel to 
areas where fires have broken out, 
and where military police are 
needed to control traffic. 

Classes in this new phase of 
military police work will be con- 
ducted by the 93d Trans Co., the 
light helicopter unit assigned to 
Fort Devens.

Dependent Schools Are Using 
Recent Textbooks, Army Says 


WASHINGTON — Contrary to the opinion of a Washington newspaper columnist, 
soldiers’ children attending Army dependent schools aren't being short-changed academic- 
ally through out-dated school books. At least, that’s the answer which officials have given 


to charges made by George Dixon, a syndicated columnist. 





Dixon stated in a column last | 
week that “the Army uses a social 
studies textbook which was first 
written in 1937 and last revised 
in 1942.” He said that ‘whenever 
the Army textbooks refer to the) 
‘World War,’ they usually mean 
World War I. 

* * 

THEY INCLUDE a map showing 
Austria still belonging to Germany. 
American students, going to school 
within 60 miles of the Austrian 
border, are expected to acquire 
their knowledge of the contem- 
porary world from a textbook which 
mentions neither Hitler nor Stalin 
between its covers and fails to 
mention that Spain had a civil 
war. It must make the kids wonder 
to see all around them the scars 
of a World War II that, according 
to their schoolbooks, hasn’t hap- 
pened yet.” 

Replying to Dixon, the Army 
identified the social studies text 
written in 1937 and revised in 
1942 as “The Old World, Past 
and Present.” But officials say 
that the book is used only as col- 
lateral reading material in sev- 
enth grade classes dependent 
schools. The basic text, they ex- 
plained, is a book called “Build- 
ing Our World,” and was pub- 
lished in 1955, 1956 and 1958. 
The Army went on to say that | 
its seventh grade social studies | 
classes provide a full year of world

® EDITORIAL 
Some Questions 


In recent years, the U.S. Comptroller 
General has published a great many de- 
cisions ruling on the interpretation of 
numerous Army regulations and_ policies. 
These rulings have been highly diverse, their 
repercussions varied. They have involved the 
repayment of extra dislocation allowances, as 
well as holding that it is possible to retire in 
one’s highest Reserve officer rank, regard- 
less of active duty rank. In some instances, 
the government has benefited. In others, 
military people—both active and Reserve— 
have come out ahead. 

But these rulings have been based mainly 
on one common principal—that of interpre- 
tation, not of legality. The legality of regu- 
lations is in the realm of the Judge Advocate 
General. 

- Now the Comptroller General has ruled 
that time served while under age, or under 
18 years without parental consent, is void 
for retirement purposes. This might be an 
interpretation of regulations if the man con- 
cerned was immediately discharged for 
fraudulent enlistment. But it becomes a 
ruling of legality if the man was permitted 
to remain on active duty. 

According to Army regulations, this 
should not happen, for the statutory age is 
17 years and all persons known to be under 
age presumably have been discharged. How- 
ever, the Navy and Marine Corps have dif- 
ferent legal standards with regard to age. 
Nevertheless, the ruling apparently affects 
those sailors and marines, present or former, 
who remained on active duty despite the 
legality of such service. 

Most of those affected served in one or 
more wars and were decorated. Some were 
killed. How do you rule on this? Do you ig- 
nore the fact they’re dead because the 
Comptroller claims they were not of age? 
How old must you be to die for your coun- 
try? Do you revoke their decorations? What 
kind of “rule” can best be used to measure 
wound scars? (Or are we begging the ques- 
tion here?) 

If this under-age service is considered on 
a par with inactive Reserve time, must the 
beneficiaries of those killed while serving 
under age re-pay the insurance and benefits 
received? Far-fetched, perhaps, yet what 
other people collected such benefits while 
serving “for pay purposes only’? What of 
the GI Bill benefits under-age persons used 
for that time which now counts only for 
pay. Must it be repaid or does this allow any 
person with “pay purpose” time to apply for 
equal benefits? 

What of those persons already retired 
with under-age time? Are they to be recalled 
to active duty and required to pay back re- 
tired pay already received? Think of it; a 
man may be brought back for one to five 
years on half-pay. Better yet, try them for 
fraud and deny them all benefits under the 
Hiss Act. 

This ridiculous ruling could bring about 
a flood of conditions for which equally ridic- 
ulous rulings would have to be made. Its 
ramifications are endless, but one more pos- 
sibility must be cited. 

If this, and other ex post facto rulings 
are allowed to go unchallenged, the future of 
every military man—past, present or to be— 
is held in jeopardy. It is not simply a matter 
of two or three years of retirement credit 
which are at stake. Every privilege, every 
benefit, every right which yow have now or 


might expect to earn in the future is on the 
block. 
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Are Advisors Ignored?

Somebody should scruitinize the pres- 
ent TD’s which have slammed the doors 
shut on promotions for Regular Army 
NCOs in USAR adviser commands. Surely 


the Pentagon is bound to be aware of the 
fact that we still exist. Hundreds of desk 
jockeys holding RA positions are being 
promoted over USAR RA advisers with 
more time in grade and service. 

Ever since the supergrades originated 
there has only been one E8 passed down 
to a USAR command almost as large as a 
division. It is in this type of command 
where the Army’s cream of the crop of 
selected groups of experienced RA NCOs 
(who had to possess super requirements 
to be advisers) now find themselves 
trapped and bypassed. 


There are quite a few E7 combat vet- 
erans in USAR adviser commands who 
lived through two wars and have per- 
formed almost every kind of job that now 
calls for 8 and 9. Many of these veterans 
have been in grade for over 15 years and 
feel left out when they see some RA 
“clerks” with less than 15 years service 
and no combat service, become E8 and 
then fall right in line for E9. 


* * * 


NCO advisors with over 20 years service 
are holding jobs just as important as 8’s 
and 9’s in RA positions. Some are per- 
forming the same tasks, if not more, and 
are working longer hours than super- 
graders at Army and division levels. Many 
advisers have the right MOS But cannot 
get promoted because the TDs authorize 
only one E8 in a command and none in 
others. 

Either DA is designing the TDs without 
any consideration for USAR NCO advisers 
or some wheels are changing the TDs 
and promtion lists along the line to suit 
their taste. It appears as though the major 
commands are hoarding all promotion 
quotas or are setting a blockade on the 
supergrades and are passing out the super- 


grade promotions to certain cliques while 
USAR RA adviser personnel are being 
ignored and many well qualified and de- 
serving NCOs are being penalized, down- 
graded, and forgotten. The adviser units 
down below don’t even come into the pic- 
ture when the subject turns to promotions. 
a = - 


EVEN the young reservists are getting 
a big bang out of the way promotions are 
being made. Some Army reservists with 
just barely 10 years of Reserve duty can 
now be promoted to E8 and E9. 

Hasn’t it ever ocurred to DA that if we 
ever mobilize, all of these “citizen sol- 
diers” who are now 8’s and 9’s will auto- 
matically outrank and be over all the pres- 
ent RA E7 advisers and who will still 
have more active duty, seniority, and ex- 
perience than any reservists will ever 
have? 

Remember the Army policy where DA 
ordered all first graders to raise their 
educational level equal to that of the 
young recruits under them? Well, why 
not consider raising the grades of E7s 
in adviser commands to equal the same 
rank as E8 and E9 “reserve students” who 
are technically under the RA E7. 

What a lot of people can’t figure out 
is why there are so many 8s and 9s in 
this area, and perhaps in many other 
areas too, who held (and still hold) frozen 
MOSs or specialist positions but were pro- 
moted very suddenly anyway. If this man- 
ner of handing out supergrades continues 
at the fast pace it is now being abused, 
it is going to lead us into the same prob- 
lem we had when there used to be too 
many E7s. 

There'll be so many surplus 8s and 9s 
that DA will have to dream up some super 
scheme to get rid of all excess super- 
graders. In a year or two Army is going 
to have a time trying to place all surplus 
supergraders in the right slots and in 
order to cover up the mess, who do you 
think is going to suffer? Why sure, the 
E7 adviser who will still be stuck in a 
subsector command but will have to be 
bumped out of the way to make room for 
all excess misrepresented supergraders. 








Coercion Still Used 
In Charity Drives 


FORT MONROE, Va.: A few 
years ago the individual soldier 
made his contributions to the 
many charitable organizations at 
the end of the pay line. Each 
month there was some new char- 
ity cropping up and more often 
than not more than one drive was 
conducted each month. The fre- 
quency of these drives tended to 
detract from their purpose, no 
matter how worthy, and made the 
soldier hostile in his giving, in 
that he felt he was being forced 
to contribute to a cause, which he 
may have considered worthy, but 
one that he became set against 
because of coercion. 

Later it was decided to com- 
bine most of the many charities 
and conduct one drive each year. 


‘These drives are called by many 


names, Community Chest, United 
Fund, ete. In my opinion, this 
system is a great improvement 
over the previous system. 

However, each drive has a dollar 
goal and the installations also set 
a goal. This goal is established 
from a so-called fair share basis, 
based on your yearly salary. 

In my case my fair share is 
supposed to be $14, my being in 
pay grade E-7 with over 14 years 
service. In no way do I object 
to contributing to a worthy cause; 
on the contrary, I am glad to give 
because they are worthy causes. 

I do, however, object to some- 
one telling me what I must give, 
even though I may not be able 
to afford it. Personnel at this in- 
stallation have been told that their 
efficiency rating and/or promotion 
possibility could hinge on whether 
or not they contribute their so- 
called fair share. 

I am sure that this situation of 
coercion exists at other installa- 
tions due to the top level back- 
ing of these drives. I believe that, 
unless the military wants these 
drives to fall flat on their faces, 
and renew the hostile attitude the 
individual soldier had in the past 
towards contributions, a long hard 
look should be taken at the meth- 
ods used in making collections.

Why Enlisted Program 
Creates Confusion 


By MONTE BOURJAILY JR. 





O* 1 Oct. 1958 the Army formally announced its “Army Enlisted Management Pro- 
gram.” Now, two years later, the program is under attack. Letters from enlisted 
members demonstrate they don’t understand or like the program. Editorials in this and 
other newspapers demonstrate that weaknesses and flaws have appeared to those, at 


least, who write the criticisms. 


Commanders and personnel administrators in the field 


misapply procedures and misunderstand instructions. What’s happened? 


Essentially, the Enlisted Man- 
agement Program remains an ex- 
cellent concept. Accepting the 
Army’s policy of “massive cen- 
tralization,’ which is being ap- 
plied in the fields of manpower 
and personnel management 
(which we shall do only for this 
discussion), the program’s im- 
plications and ramifications ap- 
pear to be developing in a log- 
ical and reasonable way. 

There has, however, been a 
serious breakdown in communi- 
cation. This is a danger that 
exists in every program con- 
trolled by centralization and ap- 
plied to large numbers of people. 

On 1 Oct. 1958 the Army said 
that every four-digit MOS would 
come under test within four 
years and that every man who 
had more than two years serv- 
ice would be tested in his pri- 
mary MOS. At first these tests 
and the EES (Enlisted Evalua- 
tion Score) which resulted from 
them and from the Commanders 
Evaluation Report would be used 
to determine which men would 
draw proficiency pay. As the 
program developed, the Army 
said, it would be used to deter- 
mine promotion qualifications, 
school selection, and other re- 
lated actions in the personnel 
management field. 

Nothing that the Army has an- 
nounced since then in this area 
has been contradictory to the 
general policy stated in October 
1958. In spite of this, soldiers, 
their commanders and those in- 
terested in the Army are sur- 
prised, shocked, dismayed and 
disturbed by recent announce- 
ments of new procedures under 
the Army Enlisted Management 
Program. 

These reactions demonstrate 
something that advertisers, poli- 
ticians—and newspapers—know 
very well. The memory of the 
“general public” is very short. 
Unless they are constantly re- 
minded, they forget the details 
and even the generalities of a 
program. 


* * * 


IN THIS CASE, many men 
were not immediately affected 
by the Army Enlisted Manage- 
ment Program. They read about 
it, if they did, and forgot. When 
an action was announced that af- 


fected them or threatened to, it 
came as a shock. 

In putting into effect a pro- 
gram of the magnitude of the 
EMP over a period as long as 
four years, it is axiomatic in 
the public relations field that a 
continuous stream of information 
about the program must be is- 
sued to assure its acceptance. It 
is also axiomatic that it is not 
enough to merely issue the same 
information over and over. New 
facts must be added. The infor- 
mation released must be news- 
worthy—that is, must have some- 
thing in it. And this is where 
the difficulty comes in, 


The Office of the Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Personnel is reluctant 
to permit reports on work-in- 
progress. It has been DCSPER 
policy to refuse to make informa- 
tion available, even in response 
to queries, on actions that are 
being staffed. The plea of ex- 
ecutive privilege, that such in- 
formation would jeopardize the 
completion of a “working paper,” 
is entered in denying such in- 
formation. Only when a staff 
action is completed is there wil- 
lingness to discuss it. 

This leads to a ridiculous sit- 
uation. Officers who have worked

Shadow Cabinet 
Is Good Idea

UR BRITISH cousins have a most useful political in- 
stitution. It is called the Shadow Cabinet. When the 
voter casts his ballot for the Parliamentary candidate of 


his choice, he knows in advance 
who will be running the country 
if the party of his candidate 
gains a majority in the House of 
Commons. 

This is because the party in 
opposition keeps up a regularly 
organized leadership roster, so 
that the man who will be For- 
eign Minister, or Minister of De- 
fense, or Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, if the party comes out 
ahead at the polls, is known in 
advance. 

Prime Ministers taking office 
sometimes shuffle. the slate 
around here and there, but in 
general the voter has a pretty 
good personal image of the men 
who will be heading the major 
departments of Government as 
well as of the man who will be 
the chief executive. 

We might find something like 
that very useful here in this 
country. 

o ~ . 

IT WOULD be most helpful, 
in enabling voters to form some 
idea of what sort of policies 
would be pursued by a future 
Administration, if they could 
know not only who was going to 
be President, but who was going 
to be—for example—Secretary 
of State and Secretary of De- 
fense. 

Such pre-election: images de- 
pend very largely on personal- 
ities, rather than on what candi- 
dates may say in the heat of par- 
tisan debate or how the plat- 
forms may read. 

Thus if Mr. Nixon were to an- 
nounce that he proposed to put 
into effect the proposal of Gov- 
ernor Rockefeller that there 


President with super-responsi- 
bilities for foreign policy and de- 
fense, that proposal might be 
variously attacked and defended 
on its intrinsic merits.

in a particular area for three or 
more years as members of the 
DCSPER staff are reassigned 
elsewhere. They try to apply not 
only what they have learned or 
done to their new commands; 
they also are able to see where 
difficulties arise in -the field in 
earrying out the plans they have 
worked on. One would. think 
that the advice of such “alumni” 
would ‘be welcomed. It ig not. It 
is resented. Such officers are 
discouraged from suggesting pro- 
cedures te’their replacements. 
Such situations result as the 
so-called “stripes hassle” of two 
years ago. These develop also 
the present misunderstanding 
and dissatisfaction with the En- 
listed Management Program. 
Staff officers are not perfect, 
regardless of how well trained 
they are and how carefully se- 
lected. An Army announcement 
that it is planning, for example, 
to apply the Enlisted Evaluation 
System to promotions and that 
certain specific approaches are 
being studied to effect’this would 
certainly draw comment from the 
field. Some of it, if properly 
staffed through channels, could 


be of great help to the staff, if 
the staff would accept such help. 
It not only won’t, but by refusing 
to reveal the details of its studies 
it is building distrust and poten- 
tial misunderstanding among 
those whom any such plan will 
affect, 
. * * 


THERE IS another evil. This 
is the refusal of the Army to 
call a spade a spade. A-case in 
point is the just announced “‘veri- 
fied primary. MOS program.” This 
program is in fact a reduction 
program. Consider‘ 

All those’ with: more than.two 
ears’ active federal service will 

e tested in Aheir ‘primary four- 

digit MOS.” Those who achieve 
a score of more than 70 under 
the EES will be awarded a 
VPMOS. They will be considered 
“fully qualified” to be assigned 
to’ duties in that field. 

What of the other side of the 
coin? What happens to those who 
score below 70? For .the first 
year of the program, nothing hap- 
pens. Men are in effect warned 
to get on the ball, to study, to 
pick up their performance and 
to learn more of their field so 
that in the second test cycle they 
will. seere more-than 70. And if 
they don’t, they will be required 
to retrain or they will be re- 
classified to a lower skill level. 


If so reclassified, they will ob- 
viously be reduced since skill 
level and pay’ grade are now 
being related. 

* * . 

ONE MORE area of difficulty 
is this: Many terms used in en- 
listed management need to be 
more clearly defined. For ex- 
ample, let’s define a “specialist.” 
A specialist is a journeyman sol- 
dier who has a degree of skill in 
a particular field higher than 
that expected of a journeyman. 

The grade of a journeyman 
soldier_is private first class. But 
the specialist is awarded, for his 
skill, a higher pay grade. He 
draws the pay of a corporal, a 
sergeant, a staff sergeant, and so 
forth, potentially all the way up 
to the pay of a sergeant major, 
depending on the degree of skill 
he has demonstrated. 

In these last two paragraphs, I 
have exactly defined the concept 
of “specialist” as it was when the 
so-called NCO-Specialist program 
was adopted. However, this con- 
cept has never been clearly set 
forth nor is it today generally 
practiced and accepted. 

The Army Enlisted Manage- 
ment Program is an excellent 
tool for command and for per- 
sonnel management. It is fail- 
ing to some extent because of a 
communication failure between 


the Army staff and two groups— 
commanders and personne] offi- 
cers in the field on the one hand, 
and on the other the individuals 
whose careers it affects. 

” - * 

TO REMEDY THIS, certain 
steps should be taken. These 
include: 

® A definition in clear, simple, 
honest language of the basic con- 
cepts and terms of the program. 

® Continuous information not 
only about what ‘has been ap- 
proved but also about what is 
being consideréd-in the develop- 
ment and expansion of the pro- 
gram. 

@ A recognition by the Army 
staff that it is not the sole re- 
pository of expertness in the field 
of personnel management, in- 
cluding a willingness to consider 
suggestions forwarded to it 
through proper channels from 
those in the field. 

The staffing and _ restaffing 
and coordination and soul-search- 
ing that have taken place—with- 
in the staff—on elements of the 
program already announced and 
to be announced have led to a 
series of objectively sound steps 
which are, because of the secrecy 
surrounding them before their 
adoption and announcement, 
causing constant shock, surprise, 
misunderstanding and rejection 
in the field. 

The steps are objectively good. 
But they are difficult to get ac- 
cepted. Better communications, 
as outlined above, are needed to 
gain willing, nay edger, accept- 
ance in the field. 





This suggests that these two 
great offices—Secrétary of State 
and Defense—differ in their own 
character and in the qualities 
demanded of their incumbents: 
as indeed they do. Yet the power 
of each is so enormous, so wide- 
spreading and so fateful for the 
future safety of the nation, that 
it does seem a pity that the voter, 
as he draws back the curtain and 
enters the polling booth on Elec- 
tion Day, cannot have some no- 
tion as to the identity of the 
men.into whose hands are to be 
delivered the vast powers (for 
good or ill) which the next oc- 
cupants of these two posts will 
have to discharge. 

Indeed the considered selec- 
tion of these principal assistants 
might be more illuminating as 
to the direction in which the 
thoughts and purposes of the 
Presidential candidates are turn- 
ing than any amount of campaign 
give-and-take.

WASHINGTON—Two Repub- 
lic F-105s flew across the U.S. 
and returned almost completely 
under automatic control earlier 
this month.

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Some Delay Seen 
On Defense Bills 


P By JOHN J. FORD 


WASHINGTON—Look for the Presidential election to slow down 
the Defense Department’s legislative program for the coming Congress. 


Normally, Defense tries to get its ducks in a row in November and 


December and get at least some of its key personnel bills submitted 


to Congress early in January. This will not be possible this year, 
however, since a new President and a ‘new Secretary of Defense will 
be taking over and they don’t move in until January. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Armed Services committee has settled 
tentatively on an outfit to do a full-scale study of military retired 
pay. Contract details are still being ironed out and it is expected to 
be several weeks before a contract is signed and the work gets under- 
way. The committee staff has been assembling background material 


in the meantime. Pp 


THE STUDY was voted by the Senate group in August when it 
decided not to take up the so-called retired pay equalization bill, HR 
11318. When the contract is signed it is expected to allow about six 
months for the study. It is unlikely the study will be completed before 


May. 


The Senate unit decided it wanted a study made by an independent 
research group with no government or military ties. 
It is not true, as reported in some publications, that the Brookings 


Institute was offered the contract 


for the study and turned it down. 


No offer of a contract was ever made to Brookings as it was decided 
some time ago that the institute was not equipped for this type of 
study. The contract will go to a university. 

* 


WHILE DEFENSE has been busy organizing its legislative pack- 
age, it will not be submitted to Congress until review and approval 
by the new President and his advisers. Even if the next President 
is Richard Nixon there will still be a new Secretary of Defense and 
new service secretaries and they will have to go over the legislative 


proposals. 


If John Kennedy is the new President there may also be something 
of a new philosophy against which the legislative plans will have to 


be measured. 


While there will be some delay, most of the routine proposals 


are not expected to be too deeply 


affected. 


But the new President’s position can make a big difference in 
some key items. For example, the services are expected to pump 
hard next year for an increase in quarters allowances. If the new 
administration gets securely behind the bill it will have a good chance 
of passage; without such support its chances would be slim. 





Nov. 20 Is Last Safe 
Date for Xmas Mail 


WASHINGTON — There may 
still be some 40-odd shopping days 
left before Christmas, but for 
those who expect to send packages 
to servicemen overseas the time is 
near at hand. 

In a message this week the De- 
fense Department warned of the 
necessity for early mailing to over- 
sea areas and announced the best 
Christmas mailing period for these 
areas as 1-20 November.

Re-up Bonus Rules Explained 


WASHINGTON — Although of- 
ficials said this week that reports 
of widespread confusion over the 
Army’s reenlistment bonus rules 
aren’t entirely accurate, they ad- 
mitted that a few cases of mis- 
understanding might exist. In some 
cases, this has resulted in soldiers 
having to refund part of their 
bonuses after they have been paid. 

An explanation of just how the 
bonus rules work and what may be 
going wrong was given by finance 
and personnel officials at the Pen- 
tagon. One official said that the 
Army would inform its reenlist- 
ment recruiters about the situation 
in the near future to prevent any 
further misunderstanding. 

In last week’s Army Times “let- 
ters” column, a recruiting sergeant 
wrote that “many draftees in the 
Army today have the impression 
that when they complete two years 
of active duty and they reenlist the 
next day, their re-up bonus will be 
based on over two years service.” 

He explained that in some cases 
soldiers have been paid the “over- 
two-year” bonus, only to have it 
deducted later.

OFFICIALS SAY there probably 
aren’t many cases of this type. 
Most draftees who reenlist do so 
early in their first tour and those 





who re-up at the end of the tour 


couldn’t be paid the “over-two- 
years” bonus without an error on 
the part of finance officers. 

It is possible, however, that 
many soldiers who reenlist on 
their last day or who get out of 
the Army and reenlist before 90 
days have expired are under the 
impression that they have more 
than two years service and are en- 
titled to the larger bonus. 

But the rules are very clear. 
The bonus is computed by finance 
officers on the basis of the in- 
dividual’s grade, whether it is his 
first, second or other reenlistment, 
and the number of years for which 
he is reenlisting.

IF A DRAFSEE in grade E-3 
were to reenlist for three years, 
he would be given a bonus equal 
to his basic pay to which he is en- 
titled at the time of discharge, 
times three (the number of years 
for which he signs up). In this 
particular case he would get 
$298.11 (three times $99.37). If he 
had over two years of service, he 
would get $372 (three times the 
basie rate of -$124). 

But officials explain that it 
would be impossible for him to. be 
paid the larger bonus legally, un- 
less he served at least two years 
and a day. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral has made this ruling, and ac-

VPMOS program is not retroac- 
tive. Those who fail will have a 
year to be retrained or reclassi- 
fied and it won’t be until Febru- 
ary of 1962 when they are re- 
tested that dire results may await 
them if they flunk twice in a row. 


Just how VMOS will work under 
the Army’s enlisted evaluation 
system was outlined in detail in 
Circular 611-22 dated 30 Sept. 
1960. (See Army Times issue of 
15 October for fuller details). 


From February on, the Army 
will be using one test for two 
purposes and the system is so set 
up that an EM will not be over- 
taxed with tests, according to the 
Army. 

Both pro pay and PVMOS also 
depend on Commanders Evalua- 
tion Reports as well as what is in 
most cases written examinations. 
In the ease of pro pay cut-off 
scores are set and these can be| 
adjusted according to the number 
of extra payments to be made in 
specific MOSs and skill levels.

THE ARMY SAID that “the im- 
portance of proper dissemination 
of the provisions of the Enlisted 
Evaluation System cannot be over- 
emphasized . . . The most impor- 
tant aspect of the entire evalua- 
tion program concerns the indi- 
vidual soldier . . . The system is 
designed to encourage the soldier 
to continually advance his skills 
and permits the well-qualified sol- 
dier to obtain, by direct effort, 
proper recognition for his abil- 
ities.” 

On its part, the Army in Wash- 
ington tries to give the soldier in 
the field as much notice in advance 
as is possible to prepare for his 
MOS test. In the case of the Feb- 
ruary testing, those affected will 
have a full three months for prepa- 
ration. 





cording to officials, it was made a 
long time ago. As long as this rul- 
ing stands, a soldier is paid a 
bonus on the basis of under two 
years service, unless he has actual- 
ly served over two years. 

In the case of a soldier who is 
discharged but decides within 90 
days to reenlist, the situation is 
the same. Though he may have en- 
tered the Army over two years be- 
fore he reenlisted, he only served 
for two years up to the time of his 
discharge. 

But this is where officials think 
the greatest amount of confusion 
exists. As a rsult they will inform 
recruiters of the situation and in- 
struct them not to make promises 
which the Army can’t keep.

plies only to the masters in in- 
ternational affairs. But it could be 
used for other. masters, particu- 
larly in the technical fields. The 
Army said that it believes this 
is the first time that a civilian 
university has given credits for 
work done in Army schools as it 
applies to advanced degrees. 

Under the Army-George Wash- 
ington agreement, 30 hours of 
credit will be needed fer the mas- 
ters in international affairs. GW 
has agreed to give nine hours 
credit for successful completion 
of the War College course and 
six hours credit for the final the- 
sis if it is acceptable to the uni- 
versity.

THE OTHER seven hours need- 
ed can be obtained by an officer 
by attendance at a summer 
school course of six weeks that 
GW will conduct off-campus at 
Carlisle. GW already has set up 
an off-campus office there. The 
Army said that every effort will 
be made to allow officers who 
have leave coming to attend the 
summer course. 

However, under the agreement, 
an officer will have six years to 
obtain the remaining seven cred- 
it hours. Thus, if the Army had 
to assign an officer to an’ oversea 
station immediately on gradua- 
tion from the War College, the 
man still would have time on re- 
turn to a Stateside tour to com- 
plete schooling for the masters. 

The plan has been received en- 
thusiastically by officers at Car- 
lisle, the Army reported. A total 
of 159 officers at the War College 
out of the 200 at school there 
now have signed up.

$157.50. Total cost to the Army 
for this school year is estimated 
at $25,830.

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Fort Bliss: Air Defense Center 


By CAROL ARNDT 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—Bliss, the home of the 
Army Air Defense Center, is looking forward 
to the completion of a new Signal Building on 
which construction started last August. The three-winged 
structure will eventually house a 7600-line telephone 
exchange system, micro-wave transmitter terminals, the 
Communication Center, the Signal Photo Lab and 
Center Signal offices. 

Construction is being done in two parts, the first 
expected to be completed next July, the second about 
a year later. 

With a capacity of more than 30,000 troops, and 
with maneuver areas and firing ranges extending well 
into the state of New Mexico, present post facilities 
are not adequate to handle the need. The present tele- 
phone system, for instance, is operating at 90 percent 
capacity in cramped quarters. It is considered that 80 
percent is the warning point at which new facilities 
are needed. The new 7600-line exchange will almost 
double the 4600-line capacity now in use. Estimated 
cost of the structure is $246,000.

IT IS AT BLISS that air defense thinking is done. 
It is here that key training, development and support 
activities of the Army’s vital guided missile and artil- 
lery programs are evaluated—and carried out. 

The primary mission of the Army Air Defense 
Center is to train individual guided missilement, artil- 
lerymen and air defense units. 

This training is done at the Army Air Defense 
School, located on post, and at a number of firing 
ranges some miles away. McGregor Guided Missile 
Range across the New Mexican border, but only 32 
miles north of Bliss, for example, is a complete, modern 
and highly efficient range installation which has facili- 
ties for launching, guiding, tracking and controlling 
surface-to-air missiles of all types. 

It takes about an hour to drive out to McGregor, 
all the while traveling straight into the desert, where 
only .tumbleweed and some sparse grasses grow. “We 
warn everyone not to stray off the beaten track for 
more than 50 feet,” this report was told, “because 
of the rattlesnakes, you know.” 

It is wild country, and the men who work out there 
wear high leather boots, like paratroopers.

THE FIRST COURSE in guided missiles was taught 
at the school in the summer of ’46. Five officers were 
enrolled. Today, the school has a student body of about 
3000 officers and enlisted men, as well as men of many 
NATO and SEATO armies. 

“This work is highly technical and most missilemen 
are volunteers,” said Lt. Col. Lawrence E. Martin Jr., 
commander of the Ist Msl. Bn., 7ist Arty., with head- 
quarters at. Fort Belvoir, Va. He was visiting the range 
that day. “It’s considered good duty. Assignments at 
Nike sites are near large cities where the housing is 
usually good and the school are good.” Nike assign- 
ments are stabilized, he said, generally for three years. 

The center can best be described as a huge co- 
ordinating agency. It unites thé varied activities of the 
Army Air Defense School; the Training Center (AD);

Army Air Defense School 


The school teaches soldiers to use intricate Army 
air defense equipment of the most modern type. Brig. 
Gen. Stepen Mellnik, the assistant commandant, who 
is responsible for the supervision and operation of the 
school, put it like this: 

“Here at Bliss we are not frightened. We can see 
power—the power to keep our important cities like 
Pittsburgh, New York and. Washington from being fried. 

“We are all stockholders in air defense, and that’s a 
big business. The armed forces have only one mission 
in life. That mission is to kill and destroy. Yes, to kill 
and destroy—and we measure our profit by the ef- 
ficiency with which we do that.”

Eighth Army in Korea in January 1961 and be replaced 
by Maj. Gen. Marshall S. Carter, directs and supervises 
all functions at Bliss. He is commandant of the Air 
Defense School, where both basic and advanced courses 
are given. Specialist instruction in the surface-to-air 
guided missile systems, including warhead instruction, 
missile sciences and fire distribution systems, is also 
given here 

Orientation and transition courses for senior officers 
in what the North American Air Defense Command 
(NORAD) and the Army Air Defense Command (ARAD- 
COM)—both at Colorado Springs, Colo—are expected 
to accomplish are also taught. 

Of particular interest to students is the Guided 
Missile Systems officer course. This is a post-graduate 
course in missile sciences and has been recognized as 
a university level educational course, for which certain 
colleges grant credits. 

The method o. wstruction used here divides the 
students’ time about equally between classroom work 
and practical training in the radar, computer and mis- 
sile laboaratories. 


Ist Guided Missile Brigade 


This organization is the only one of its kind in the 
Army. It combines highly trained military specialists 
with teams needed to service missile weapons. It takes 
pride in the caliber of its missilemen and its high stand- 
ing as a military organization. 

Commanded by Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Brucker, 
part of its job is to train men for active Army air de- 
fense units and for Army National Guard units. It also 
gives training in setting up Nike Hercules units in the 
armed forces of NATO and other friendly nations. 

The brigade is composed of H&H Btry., 1st and 
2d Guided Msl. Groups for surface-to-air missiles (SAM), 
and the 3d Guided Msl. Gp. for surface-to-surface mis- 
siles (SSM). 

The 2d and 3d Groups each operate a missile firing 
range in New Mexico in addition to their training ac- 
tivities at Bliss. The 2d operates McGregor Range, 
where soldiers are trained to use surface-to-air mis- 
siles and where missile units from all over the States 
take their annual firing practice. 

The 3d operates Orogrande Range, where surface- 
to-surface missile units fire in their annual practices. 


Training Center, Air Defense 


Activated in 1940 and one of seven installations 
for training of War II artillerymen, it was reactivated 
in 1950 to train antiaircraft artillery crewmen for the 
Korean War, and then called the Army Antiaircraft 
Artillery Replacement Training Center. It duplicated its 
War II mission, but added basic combat training to its 
eurriculum at that time.

HISTORY OF OOZLEFINCH 





Guardian 


pn 6 July 1956 the Oozlefinch, 
legendary featherless bird of 
the Coast Artillery Corps, awak- 
ened from his sleep of several 
years, tucked a Nike Ajax in the 
crook of his nude left leg and 
traveling by ways known only to 
himself, arrived at the Army Air 
Defense Center. There he -became 
the guardian of all missilemen. 

The Oozlefinch always flies back- 
wards to keep dust, trivia and 
other inconsequentia out of his 
eyes. Hence Nike is always posi- 
tioned at the correct attitude—to 
the rear. 

The birth and beginnings of this 
fabulous creature were humble, 
almost inconsequential, and. ex- 
tremely vague. But this ancient, 
ageless, bit of improbability has 
risen to a position of high honor. 
The Oozlefinch has focused his 
benevolent gaze over the men who 
man the guided missiles. He is at 
once the confidant of generals, the 
protector of Very Important Per- 
sons and above all, the guardian,

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Unfinished Homes Gather Sand 
In Dismal Bliss Housing Picture 


HE HOUSING story at Fort Bliss is a sad 

one. Sad for at least three good reasons: 
there isn’t enough of it, the waiting period is 
about one year and some 410 semi-completed Capehart 
houses, long awaited and finally authorized, are turning 
into ruins. 

The reason for this is that the contractor, Hal Hayes 
of California, claims he is broke and cannot finish build- 
ing them. Work on these houses came to a halt last 
May, and although about 80 percent were completed at 
that time, they are fast deteriorating. Now they are 
just shells of much-needed living space into which 
more sand drifts each day. 

Latest word from the Pentagon is that the mortgages 
are now in the process of being transferred from in- 
dividual holders to the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. When this has been done and the surety com- 
pany has made funds available, construction will be 
resumed and it will take approximately six months to 
complete the project. 

Since some of the buildings are almost finished, it is 
estimated that the first families will be able to move 
in 60 days after work begins once again. 

As of April 1960, there were 1747 allocated quarters, 
1735 of which were occupied. Applications were pend- 
ing for 1775. These figures include officers and enlisted 
men. 

Enlisted quarters are occupied by families of the 
upper five grades and those of corporal with more 
than seven years service, for pay purposes. There 
are no temporary-type quarters. 

Bliss has a unique 21l-unit family housing project 
called Victory Park, designed, constructed, inhabited 
and operated by an association of noncommissioned of- 
ficers. But for these there is a long waiting period, 
too. 

For those who have trailers, the center maintains a 
modern trailer park with 372 completely equipped sites 
for servicing privately owned trailers belonging to mar- 
ried personnel of all grades. 3 

Soldiers’ quarters vary from conventional yellow mod- 
ern wooden barracks to permanent brick and masonry 
buildings. According to the information booklet put 
out by the post, these quarters “represent the latest 
developments in troop quarters, with living facilities, 
messhalls, dayrooms and supply rooms for an entire 
unit under one roof.” 


Medical and Dental Service 


The dispensary provides medical care for the mili- 
tary. Although dependents, as a rule, receive all medi- 
cal care only at nearby William Beaumont General 
Hospital, there is a dependents’ sick call each normal 
duty day afternoon for those five years of age and old- 
er, except for obstetric and gynecologic conditions. 


Allied with the Medical Service, but a separate serv-

mortals. He can also turn them

In 1946 he be- 
came restless at Monroe and de- 
cided to change his station to Fort 
Scott, Calif., where the Seacoast 
branch of the Artillery School and 
the School of Mines were activated. 
These schools were closed about 
1948, and for some time the Oozle- 
finch could not be found. 

After eight years of retirement 
he returned to active duty and re- 
assumed the role of father-protec- 
tor of the new breed of missilemen.

TO REWARD both visitors and 
others, the amazing bird created 
the Ancient and Honorable Order 
of the Oozlefinch, direeted its in- 
corporation under the laws of the 


patron and illustrious mentor of 
modern artillerymen.

THE FIRST recorded history. of 
the Oozlefinch came through the 
somewhat rambling mumblings of 
a Capt. H. M. Merriam of Fort 
Monroe, Va., apparently the only 
man to have seen the creature, and 


great bird’s eyes, which are large, 
all-seeing, unshaded by eyelids or 
eyebrows, and rather seriously 
bloodshot. Just why the eyes are 


sO prominent and red, no one seems 
sure, But being all-seeing, the bird 
can gather more information in a 
shorter period of time than mere

It has a complete in- 
patient and outpatient service for all dependents in 
the El Paso area, and provides long-term hospitaliza- 
tion for evacuees from overseas hospitals.

IN A SEPARATE ACTION this 
week, the Army ordered cutbacks 
in the volume of TDY travel and 
more use of “air coach” or “air 
tourist” travel, when transporta- 
tion by air is a necessity. 

Although the letter was not 
specific on either count, it did 
spell out the need for cutbacks 
in both areas to help meet budget 
limitations which Congress has 
placed on military travel.

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Medic Presents a Few Ideas 
To Revolutionize the Army 


THE ANATOMY OF MILITARY MERIT, 
by Col. J. M. Cameron. Dorrance and Co., Phil- 
adelphia. 369 pages. $5.

F you're tired of the hackneyed and the trite, if 
you’re bored with the brittle and the shallow, if 
you’re ennuied to the teeth with the ordinary and the 
conformistic, read “The Anatomy of Military Merit.” 
Here is a fresh, radical, occasionally way-out (often 
perhaps reactionary) look at what the military is (in 
its broadest, most generic sense), what military men 
should be, how they should be trained, how they should 
be clothed, fed, and treated, how their leaders should 
be selected, and what we must do to prevent the decline 
and fall of the American nation. 

This is no ordinary esSay which holds that war is 
hell, that the military are a bunch of second rate mer- 
cenaries who cannot get a job on the “outside,” that 
we (the U.S.) will eventually triumph because we are 
clean of heart, kind to children and animals, for mother- 
hood and against sin. Rather, this book is a shocker, 
because the ideas expressed by the author and the 
remedies he suggests to overcome our deficiencies will 
make the timid quail, the fastidious shudder, and 
Wylie’s moms clamor for a psychiatric investigation 
of the author’s sanity. 

» ™ * 

COL. CAMERON wields a pen with the precision 
and the confidence of a surgeon (which he is) wielding 
a scalpel. He writes sometimes in the classical style, 
sometimes with the logic of a mathematician, and some- 
times with the melodies of a poet. 

His logic is brilliant. Speaking of the problems 
which armies have with socks—how to design them, 
how to keep them clean, how to keep them from rol- 
ling up and giving men blisters—all of these problems 
he solves with the statement: “The unspeakably 
simple solution is to eliminate the foot troubles by 
eliminating the sock. It is only one more aesthetic 
nicety that has no real place in the field ensemble.” 

However nice his phrases and however well-writ- 
ten his text, nonetheless it seems that the real value 
of the book is in the concrete, bold, novel, yet simple 
and brilliantly logical ideas which are expressed. 

+ « . 

A FEW of them (the book teems with hundreds) 
bear paraphrasing to suggest the flavor of the book 
and to hint at some of the values held by the author: 
Women would simply be worthless as rulers; military 
law should be simple, swift, ruthlessly just and separate 
from civil law; promotions should never be used as 
rewards; (and a corollary, some men make superior 
captains but decidedly inferior majors and lieutenant 
colonels; nonetheless, the captains need not be elim- 
inated); a man thrown out of the service should be 
nationally disgraced and stigmatized, not welcomed home 
with loving and forgiving arms; all men are not born 
with “equal promise of social values or fitness to bear 
responsibility” and therefore the right to vote should 
not be measured by nativity, parentage nor by pos- 
sessions inherited or earned, but rather should be given 
only to responsible citizens; the division of the earth 
into sea and land areas naturally sets up the needs for 
navies and land armies. 

He also says that control of the sky alone is insuf- 
ficient—a nation must control the lands beneath those 
skies if she is to be invincible; the inflation of rank 
in the services is amateurish and detrimental to the 
success of the services in accomplishing their missions 
(too many chiefs and not enough indians); no one 
should be called a sergeant (or anything else) second 
class because this automatically implies inferiority; 
the Army should adopt a penta-decimal system of organ- 
ization in which for every five men there is One in 
charge (four men commanded by the fifth). 

Also, psychiatrists should not spend sp much time 
trying to find out why a man deserted from the front 
lines but rather should send him, with no sympathy, 
back to his outfit; (genuine battle fatigue, on the other 
hand, must be treated skillfully and sympathetically); 
a surgeon should have the right and the duty to deter- 
mine if a mah is a shirker and then execute him; 
wounded should be treated in the reverse of the order 
of priority that we seem now to employ (i.e., the 
least seriously wounded should be treated immediately 
and sent back to the line whereas those who are going 
to die anyway should be given lowest priority.) 


He also writes that the self-appointed nurses who 


wander to the_rear, ostensibly to help walking wounded 
friends, should be sent back to the line summarily; 
universal military service must be adopted; a man must 
be trained to feed himself the essentials for survival, 
and the niceties and luxuries of the food now in the 
supply lines of the services must be whittled out; a 
man must not bathe during the winter because bathing 
takes away the natural oils which keep a man warm and 
introduces a vicious circle of clean clothes, bathing, 
and then clean clothes again, further clogging the 


supply lines; to offset the necessity of clean clothes 
aH the time, a uniform of leather, without pockets, 
should be adopted; a man’s combat gear should be re- 
duced to the minimum essentials (this would include 
the use of straight razors since they are so easy to 
maintain—and with it a man would keep his face and 
his head completely shaved); basic training should be 
hard and spartan. 
7 * * 


THIS BOOK, actually an essay, probes the structure 
and composition of military merit—in a nation and in 
its soldiers—to a depth far beyond where the ordinary 
man has thought. Thus it will, at the very minimum, 
generate ideas in any man, will warm the hearts of 
soldiers, and will make the dedicated professional 
proud of his trade. 

It is an indictment of our times, a plea for material 
stock-taking, and a sincere appeal to halt our luxurious 
and wasteful ways and return to the toughness that 
made us—and the Roman legions—great. 

His ideas are radical, and many of them (if not 
all) are worthwhile and valuable. But, alas, not many 
of his ideas will be adopted in the original form. 
But if enough soldiers read this book, the ideas may 
become part of their makeup and thought processes 
and will permeate directly into the body of the services. 


Pollster Tells Nation 
What He Is Thinking

(THE Gallup Poll took a real shellacking in 1948, 

when it helped convince just about everybody that 
New York Gov. Thomas E. Dewey was a shoo-in over 
Harry Truman. What went wrong with the pollsters? 
Gallup’s managing editor, John Fenton, explains in this 
book that the pollsters erred in apportioning the “un- 
beeps and in quitting several weeks before election 
ay. 

That won’t happen again, says Fenton, who claims 
that polls nowadays come within a very few small per- 
centage points of the actual voting. 

« * « 

FENTON explains the mechanics of the Gallup 
Poll (the typical national sample consists of 1500 in- 
terviews). He claims polls have no effect on the out- 
come of political elections, but that’s hard to believe— 
a dismal showing in an early poll could easily discour- 
age campaign contributors; Gov. Rockefeller apparently 
dropped out of the race early this year when polls in- 
dicated he couldn’t beat out Nixon for the nomination. 


The best part of the book is the section in which 
he presents the Gallup Poll results over the past 15 
years, grouped by subject matter. Here we can trace 
Truman’s rise and fall in popularity; we can see how 
President Eisenhower maintained his popularity while 
public esteem for his Republican party continued to 
drop. The book reminds us, too, that in 1951 Eisenhower 
was the popular choice for the presidency among both 
the Democratic and Republican party people. 

The latest Gallup Polls show Nixon and Kennedy 
running neck and neck in the popular vote. A lot of 
1960 partisans are obviously -hoping that Gallup is 
wrong again, but Fenton’s book promises that it won’t 
be wrong.

A Beat Isn‘t 


Everything

HANDFUL OF NEW RECORDS: Les McCann, 

a self-taught funky pianist whose work has 
become a subject of some debate among the hip 
and near-hip, plays what he believes to be “The 
Truth” on Pacific Jazz 2. Obviously influenced 
to some extent by another self-taught pianist— 
but a far, far better one, Erroll Garner, a true 
original—McCann’s piano playing is not without 
strength and fire though plainly lacking in genu- 
ine musicianship. McCann has a beat all right; 
the only trouble is that he does not play the 
piano very well. In any event, there is no de- 
‘nying that at least one track on this album, 
“Fish This Week But Next Week Chitlings,” is 
a foot-tapper. And the McCann trio is blessed 
with some very strong bass playing by Leroy 
Vinnegar, who can play in my band any time. 
For more of McCann, you might want to hear 
“It’s About Time” featuring his trio with Teddy 
Edwards, a better than average tenor saxophone 
player, taking into account present standards 
of tenor saxophone playing (Pacific Jazz 6). 

A more highly skilled pianist, Roland Hanna, 
best known for his work with Benny Goodman 
and Charlie Mingus (proving that the man is 
adaptable, certainly) has a pleasant set out en- 
titled “Easy to Love” (Atco 33-121). It is easier 
to like Hanna’s playing than love it, however, 
and if I didn’t feel that a current critical cliche 
was nonsense I would suggest that Hanna does 
not have “his own story to tell.” Or to revert 
to plain talk, Hanna sounds very much like many 
Other better-than average but undistinguished 
piano players. 

If you seek piano playing characterized by 
pianistic touch, love of melody, and a personal, 
distinctive style, I suggest “Eddie Heywood at 
the Piano” (Mercury 20590). No doubt some 
hippies, raised on block chords and/or Thelonious 
Monk, will consider Heywood’s work mere “cock- 
tail lounge” stuff, but such people know or feel 
little about music and are more to be pitied than 
censured. Heywood is a stylist to be sure but 
his style is not style for style’s sake but a nat- 
ural thing, or “an extension of himself,” if you 
understand real jazz critical jargon. Included 
among the tunes is the ever wonderful old Earl 
Hines song “You Can Depend On Me.” Unless 
you insist that jazz music has to be like way out, 
I recommend this LP to you. 

* * « 

ANOTHER DECENT record, to my mind, is 
“Two for the Money” by trumpet playing brothers 
Pete and Conte Candoli (Mercury 20515). The 
two accomplished modernists are backed by a 
skillful rhythm section with nine of the ten 
arrangements by Pete. The full sound this sextet 
gets, notably on the Basie blues progression 
finger-snapper called “Splanky,” speaks well for 
the charts, the musicians, and the recording job. 
And note the inventive piano solos by Jimmy 
Rowles. (Admittedly I rarely miss an. oppor- 
tunity to praise Mr. Rowles, one of the best and 
most underrated pianists in jazz music for at 
least a decade.)

THIS WRITER has never been a member of 
the Stan Kenton fan club, but Bill Mathieu’s 
arrangements for Kenton’s band should interest 
anyone concerned with band sounds (Standards 
in Silhouette, Capitol 1394). Unlike some pre- 
vious Kenton arrangers, Mathieu is fully aware 
that there is more to a band than a brass section 
and he uses reeds very effectively. This is one 
of Kenton’s most pleasing records, to my mind. 
Featured soloists include Rolf Ericson and Charlie 
Mariano. LP is also blessed with good recorded 
sound and balance. 

“King Pleasure” (real name Clarence Beeks) 
whose ‘‘Moody’s Mood for Love” and other vocal 
versions of instrumental solos, monopolized a 
number of hipper juke boxes not so many years 
ago, is back with an LP called “Golden Days” 
(Hifi jazz J425). I read a piece by critic Ralph 
Gleason praising this LP and perhaps you would 
agree with him and not with me. So, okay, I 
will admit that it has originality, as do the liner 
notes for that matter. Indeed, the liner notes are 
the most peculiar I have ever read: By King 
Pleasure himself, they attempt to explain the 
“What” of his “new philosophy” which is called 
“Planetism.” Pleasure describes Planetism as the 
ultimate “ism.” It has something to do with space. 
He deems his findings important to humanity 
and I..assume he is not pulling the reader’s leg. 
I do not have the slightest idea of what he is 
building with his ultimate “ism” nor do I care.

TURANDOT, Puccini's last opera—left incomplete at 
his death—has finally received a near-perfect recording 
(RCA Victor LSC-6149, $11.96). Largely responsible are 
the soloists: Birgit Nilsson as the Ice Princess, the late 
Jussi Bjoerling as Calaf, Renata Tebaldi as Liu, and Geor- 
gio as Timur. 

The role of Turandot takes more than a bit of doing 
—it’s extremely demanding and high, high 
up there. Nilsson is splendid. She is ap- * 
propriately cold, but on pitch and full ; 
for the top ones. Her control is infinitely 
better than Callas’ in “In questa reggia.” 

Bjoerling was in top form, and al- 
though more of his records will be forth- 
coming, this may be a most fitting tribute 
to his talent. A close mike helps to give 
him power, his tones are round, and his 
singing flexibile. Tebaldi and Tozzi are 
at their rich best. Add to this the Rome 
Opera Chorus—one of the best in the 
business in a work that uses a chorus far 


KAHN 
more than most—and Erich Leinsdorf as a conductor who 
manages to keep all in line and moving. 

On top of it all are the uncut Ping-Pang-Pong en- 
sembles as a bonus. Stereo sound enhances all, though 
there is a little pre-echo in the Riddle Scene. This is a 





superior 3-disc album (with nice libretto), made all the 
more attractive by RCA’s new opera-pricing ! 

@ Absolutely wonderful stereo sound and a thoroughly 
competent reading of Brahms’ Fourth Symphony is avail- 
able from Audio Fidelity (FCS-50,001, $6.95). Alfred Wal- 
—— and the egos Bo eau of London turn in a 
meticulous, even-paced job. The orchestra responds well, 
but despite its efforts—which obviously are successful— 
it must take second place to the unusually good readings 
by Walter and Klemperer. Stereo sound—a specialty of 
this company—is perfectly balanced, rich and full and 
helps make sensitive equipment a joy. 

© Another Wallenstein recording—this time with the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic—is of the Rachmaninoff Second 
Symphony (Capitol stereo SP-8386, $5.98). Here, Wallen- 
stein’s pacing helps the music to move along, richly and 
romantically, without bogging down in sentimentality. 

® Victor Herbert’s ‘Cello Concerto and J. F. Peter’s 
Sinfonia in G have been reissued in stereo by Mercury 
(SR-90163, $5.98). They are of interest primarily as offbeat 
examples of Americana. Both are well played by Howard 
Hanson and the Eastman-Rochester Orchestra but this 
cannot quite overcome the fact that the music is highly 
derivative and only mildly interesting. Another Mercury 
re-release in stereo is Hans Schmidt-Isserstedt playing 
Mozart’s Symphonies Nos. 39 and 41 with the London 
Symphony.

South’s delight faded as the 
hand developed.

This was hardly a triumph. You 
can’t amass a fortune by going 
down one. 

Better planning would yield 
more profit. South needs the ace 
of hearts as an entry to his long 
diamonds.

“The date is appropriate 
in view of the part Presi- 
dent Roosevelt played in 
making our modern navy” 
—Calvin Coolidge. 

At the request of the Navy 
League in 1922, 27 October was 
selected as “Navy Day”, having 
already been observed as The- 
odore Roosevelt’s birthday. The 
reason that day was selected 
harks back to 27 October 1775 
when a special committee of 
the Continental Congress sub- 
mitted a report favoring the pur- 
chase of merchant ships to be 
fitted out as naval vessels. Any 
of several dates in that fall of 
’75 might have been chosen, as 
Congress was busy trying to. get 
the Colonies a navy. The coin- 
cidence. of 27 October being 
Roosevelt’s birthday seems to 
have been the deciding factor. 
The following year — 1923 — 
Calvin Coolidge gave the observ- 
ance of the day his Presidential 
blessing. 

Theodore Roosevelt, when As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy 


under William McKinley, took 
an aggressive part in building 
up the Department. As early as 
1882 he had written a book on 
“The Naval War of 1812” which 
brought him into prominence. 
As President he sent the Fleet 
around the world, presumably 
on a good-will mission, but at a 
time when there was possibility 
of a war with Japan.

WASHINGTON—This is the time of year when coin collectors should prepare their 
orders for the new proof and uncirculated coin sets. Orders for each will be accepted be- 
1 for delivery after the first of the year. 


ginning November 

Proof coins are hand polished 
sets produced at the mint. Both 
the dies used and the coin blanks 
are specially prepared in ad- 
vance. Production is by a much 
slower process than that used 
for producing regular coins. As 
a result, the finished coins are 
perfect in design and are pol- 
ished to a mirror-like finish. The 
completed coins are encased in 
cellophane wrapping so _ they 
won’t be marred by handling. 

Proof sets consist of one of 
each type coin from the one- 
cent to the half dollar. Sets have 
a face value of 91 cents. The 
coins are sold only in sets. The 
price—$2.10 per set—includes 
postage and insurance. The 
charge is the same whether the 
coins are purchased at the mint 
or shipped to any point in the 
United States. 

Orders are for 1961 proof sets. 
They must be mailed to the Su- 
perintendent, U.S. Mint, Phila- 
delphia 30, Pa. They should be 
accompanied by a postal money 
order, certified personal check, 
or bank cashier’s check made 
payable to the Superintendent, 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia:

recessions since 1920, five have 
lasted around a year — 11 to 14 
months. In this group may béjin- 
cluded the 1948-49 recession, which 
lasted 11 months, and the 1953- 
54 recession, which lasted 13 
months. 

Of the total, two lasted less 
than a year. This includes the most 
recent downturn of 1957-58, which 
lasted only nine months. 

That brings us to the present. 
If we accept July as the start of 
the 1960 recession, it already has 
been on three months. Since spring 
the Federal Reserve System has 
been shifting to an anti-recession 
policy to lay the money base for 
an upswing, and Federal Govern- 
ment spending is now being ac- 
celerated and increased.

FORT WORTH, Tex.—The 
Army has chosen Bell’s HU- 
1A Iroquois for its new heli- 
copter instrument trainer. 


Fourteen ships have been or- 
dered for instrument training class- 
es to start in late October at the 
Army Aviation School at Fort 
Rucker. 

The first five copters were re- 
cently. flown from Bell’s Hurst 
plant, near Fort Worth, by Army 
pilots. Nine others are scheduled 
for delivery before the end of the 
month, 

The training ship is of the same 
series as the Army copter which 
this summer made claim to seven 
world records in speed, distance 
and climb.

THE TRAINING CRAFT fea- 
tures a new blind-flying arrange- 
ment and additional all-weather 
navigation electronics,

shaped panel. A shade attached 
in the cockpit blocks the stu- 
dent’s outside reference but al- 
lows maximum visibility for the 
instructor who has vision 
through the entire windshield.

Any one of these factors 
provides snapshot material. In the 
combination of the three which is 
Thanksgiving, there is material for 
every camera. 

+ Where do you begin? The begin- 
ning is a good place. 

If your family is headed for your 
house, there are pictures to be 
made of the children—spruced up 
and excited—greeting the guests. 
There are pictures to be made in 
the kitchen where wonderful things 
are happening. 

There may be the excursion to 
church to record, with the color- 
ful town or country fall foliage 
along the way. 

And then, the Thanksgiving feast 
—the table, the expectant faces, 
and the turkey. To polish off the 
day and the picture-taking, you 
might want one of the dish-wash- 
ing brigade, for this, alas, is part 
of Thanksgiving, too. 

Most of these picture possibilities 
have one thing in common — they 
are indoor shots. So you will want 
to put flash bulbs on the Thanks- 
giving shopping list along with 
film. And be sure, too, that your 
flashholder batteries are fresh. 

Modern, fast black-and-white and 
color flims, though, permit indoor 
shooting with available light under 
many conditions.

um WHETHER YOU use flash or 
available light, there are some 
general tips which will come in 
handy on Thanksgiving Day or any 
picture-taking day. 

First, get close to your subject. 
If it’s to be a “portrait” of Sis about 
to devour a drumstick, move in 
close. Don’t shoot from the other 
end of the table. Watch the camera 
angle, too. Shooting from a slightly 
lower level will give you greater 
effect in a picture like the example 
shown here. 

Second, watch your backgrounds. 
Generally, you want pictures of 
people—not wallpaper or kitchen 
utensils, “Busy” backgrounds de- 
tract from the principal subject 
matter. Keep the background 
simple. 

Third, if you are using the 
type of flash equipment that will 
permit it, experiment a little. 
Off-camera flash often gives a 
much more pleasing picture than 
the flat, ‘on-camera lighting 
which accentuates shadows. You 
also might try bouncing the 
flash off the ceiling or a plain 
wall, or bare flash in which the 
reflector is removed. These 
techniques give you a nice light- 
ing balance. 

One last point: if you are shoot- 
ing with available light and a high- 
speed, indoor type color film, check 
your source of light. Kitchens, 
especially, may be lighted with 
daylight fluorescent bulbs. You'll 
get better pictures there if you 
use a daylight-balanced film.

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U.S. Dual Pay Law Clips Reservists 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


On the basis of a Court of Claims decision, the General 
Accounting Office has alerted federal agencies that the 


\ === $10,000 limitation on combined income from military retire- 


ment pensions and government salary must be applied to 
reseryists employed by Uncle Sam in civilian positions. 


Up until now, the law has been 
held to apply only to retirees from 
the regular services, but the new 
court decision opens the way for 
it to be applied to all reservists as 
well. 

At the moment, the decision af- 
fects only Army reservists, but 
GAO has stated that it probably 
will include Air Force personnel, 
too, because the Air Force was 
part of the Army when the limita- 
tion act went into effect in 1939. 

Naval reservists who are federal 
employes are not directly affected 
by the ruling, but it is likely that 
the government wiil seek a court 
decision in their case in the near 
future. Navy pension benefits were 
enacted by a law different from the 
one on which the recent court de- 
cision was based. 

The new decision is believed to 
have potential effect on thousands 
of retired reserve personnel now 
working as civilians for the gov- 
ernment. 

‘The $10,000 cutoff would be as- 
sessed against the military retire- 
ment pension, GAO ‘says. In other 
words, if a reservist retiree is em- 
ployed by the government at $9000 
a year, and has a retirement pen- 
sion of $3000, his pension would be 
reduced to $1000 as long as he 
is a federal employee. If his civil- 
ian pay is more than $10,000, his 
military pension would be cut off 
completely as long as he held his 
government job. 
~ . * 

SO FAR, neither presidential 
candidate has made a pitch to cor- 
ral the votes of federal employes 
and “their families, which makes 
this campaign somewhat unusual. 

A few months back, when Con- 
gress passed the 7% percent pay 








raise for federal employees over 
Ike’s veto, it was felt by some | 
that this subject would become a | 
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hot campaign issue. But it hasn’t. 

Furthermore, it is almost tradi- 
tional that “in” candidates brag 
about the economies in government 
operation they have effected, and 
“out” hopefuls decry the weaken- 
ing and corrupting of the merit 
system almost from habit. This 
hasn’t happened yet, either. 

Likewise, administration candi- 
dates usually point to personnel 
slashes they have made, and candi- 
dates from the party not in power 
almost always have made promises 
of new and bigger benefits for 
federal employes with the same 
regularity that they kissed babies 
and shook hands with ward heelers. 
But it just hasn’t worked out that 
way this time. 

One reason probably is that both 
Democratic and Republican ad- 
ministrations in recent years have 
been generally liberal-minded in 
regard to federal personnel poli- 
cies and neither side can con- 
incingly claim to be the exclu- 

ve champion of this large seg- 
ment of voters.

WHILE ON the subject of elec- 
tions, the White House is continu- 
ing a liberal voting-leave policy for 
federal employes it established for 
the last congressional elections. 

This is the policy whereby em- 
ployes generally are excused from 
work long enough to vote when- 
ever the polls where they are to 
cast their ballots are not open at 
least three hours before or three

Some Alaskans are still using 
the starter traced back to an orig- 
inal starter brought into the coun- 
try with the gold rush. To them 
the sourdough pot is a prized pos- | 
session. 

Use glass or pottery containers, 
never a metal] container, and don’t 
leave a metal spoon in the start- 
er. A good starter contains only 
flour, water and yeast. It has a 
clean sour milk odor. The liquid 
will separate from the batter 
when it stands for several days, 
but this does not matter. 

Hot Cakes for Three 

Starter: mix 2 cups flour, 2 cups 
warm water, 1 yeast cake, or % 
cup’ starter. 

Set it in a warm place in closed 
cupboard over night, In the morn. 
ing take out % cup of the batter 
and put it into a scalded pint 
fruit jar. Cover and store in re 
frigerator or cool place to be used 
as the starter for the next batch. 
Yeast is used only for the first 
batch. 

To the remaining batter add 1 
or 2 eggs, 1 teaspoon soda, 42 tea- 
spoon salt and 1 tablespoon sugar. 

Beat with a fork and stir in} 
2 tablespoons melted fat. If batter 
is too thick, add a tablespoon of 
milk—enough to make a pour bat- 
ter. Bake on a hot griddle to 
brown nicely on both sides. 

Serve hot off the griddle with | 
molasses or your favorite syrup. 
Hot melted butter and honey is a 
good combination,

2 MPs Receive 
Heroism Award 
At Fort Knox 


FORT KNOX, Ky.—Two Mili- 
tary Police sergeants assigned at 
Fort Knox, with duty assignment 
in Cincinnati, have received the 
Military Police Association Award 
for heroism. This is the first time 
this award has ever been given. 

Sgt. William F. Humphrey and 
Sgt. Louis F. Hasty were presented 
the award by Maj. Gen. W. Paul 
Johnson, commanding general of 
the Armor Center, Fort Knox, for 
their heroic deed 6 August 1959. 

The sergeants, while on a@ re- 
turn trip from Columbus, distin- 
guished themselves at the scene of 
a fatal accident near Cedarville, 
Ohio, where an automobile and a 
large truck loaded with hot asphalt 
collided and engulfed the parents 
and endangered the lives of two 
small children. 

Without regard to their own 
safety the two sergeants stopped 
their car and immediately went to 
the rescue of the people trapped 
in the car. First removing the chil- 
dren to safety, they then started 
to dig out the parents who had 
been buried under the hot tar with- 
out regard to the painful burns 
they sustained while attempting 
the rescue. 

Humphrey and Hasty have also 
received a commendation award 
and have been recommended for 
the Soldiers Medal.

A. No. For pay and allowances 
purposes, accrued leave cuts off at 
60 days.

COMPTROLLER SAYS NO 

Q. An enlisted man needs eight 
years of active duty to be promot- 
ed to E-8. What authority pro- 
hibits including a brief period of 
commissioned officer time in mak- 
ing up the eight years? 

A. It is a Comptroller General’s 
decision, B-138826 of 10 March 
1959, which further clarified the 
1958 amendment to the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949.

LENDING’S LEGAL 

Q. May a soldier lend money to 
another soldier at interest? 

A. Yes, if he keeps within the 
interest laws of the state. In case 
of a fairly large loan the borrow- 
er should sign a note, thus put- 
ting the matter on a_ business 
basis.

Q. I am 22, the son of a World 
War II veteran who died of a serv- 
ice-connected condition, and am 
now in the Army. I'd like to go 
to school under the War Orphans 
Education program when I get out, 
but then I'll be more than 23 
years old. Can an exception to the 
age limitations for eligibility be 
made in my case? 

A. Yes. War Orphans Education 
may be continued after age 23, if 
you were serving in the armed 
forces before that age. You must 
complete your schooling within 
five years from discharge. Your 
discharge must be under condi- 
tions other than dishonorable.

‘Sergeants Creed’

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The smoke is cleared from the rooms of 
the Continental Hotel as ARAS’ fourth annual convention becomes 
history~end the Association moves intovits fifth official year. 

Some 16 hours of tape recorded discussion on the convention floor 
attest to the business conducted by the delegates, which included the 
previously announced move to admit sergeants of the active Army 
Reserve to ARAS. 

Another move was the adoption of an official ARAS creed to be 
printed on the back of membership cards. It reads: “I am a sergeant 
representing the Association of Regular Army Sergeants because I 








_have faith in the United States of America, the United States Army, 


the Association and myself. I have confidence that the Association 
will recognize its responsibilities to me as a member and therefore, 
just as I in applying for membership in the Association recognize and 
accept my responsibilities to the Association, foremost among my 
responsibilities to the Association and my duties at. all times, to 
represent it to the best of my abilities. It is also my responsibility to 
defend my Association’s position, its stated aims and to strive and 
study continuously to make myself a better sergeant of the ‘United 
States Army, the NCO Corps, the Association and myself.” ; 

The story of the creed’s adoption ended on a tragic note this 
week, however, when it was learned at National Headquarters that 
SFC Joseph R. Anzola of Barracks 113, Fort Benning, died of a heart 
attack last Sunday. Sgt. Anzola’s devotion to ARAS was marked by 
his energy and drive as a convention delegate. 

Lists Objectives 

To answer correspondence and questions regarding the purpose 
of ARAS, SFC Jimmie E. Wilson, newly elected president, this week 
listed the 11 aims and objectives of the association: 

1. To further the objectives of the United States Army in fulfilling 
its mission to provide maximum security for the United States. 

2. To enhance the leadership responsibilities, capabilities, esprit 
de corps and prestige of the sergeants of the United States Army. 

3. To promote greater public recognition of the role of the United 
States Army and its components in the furtherance of national security 
and world peace. 

4. To augment the policies of the Department of the Army in 
maintaining a well informed and efficient noncommissioned officer 
corps through encouragement of educational programs both on and off 
duty and on and off military installations. 

5. To encourage participation in civilian community activities over- 
seas in order to create better understanding between Americans and 
people of other lands. 

6. To encourage increased religious activity and church attendance. 

7. To aid, sponsor and develop recreational and sports activities 
in furtherance of better moral and physical development of our youth. 

8. To assist in making available to the noncommissioned officers 
such educational, welfare and financial programs as are designed to 
assist them in the management of the personal affairs while in the 
service and to prepare them for successful retirement. 

9. To advance the status of the noncommissioned officer profession 
from every respect. 

10. To promote and support such programs as will reduce the 
problems inherent with transition periods resulting from change of 
station.

Death Gratuity Pay Denied 
In Army Prisoner’s Case 





WASHINGTON — The Comp- 
troller General has denied six- 
months deateegeatuity and other 
back pay to the mother of a serv- 
iceman who at one time got a 
death sentence by a general court. 
The Army court handed down the 
death ruling in 1953, but higher 
authority a few months later re- 
duced it to dishonorable discharge 
and confinement at hard labor for 
life. 

Appeals through the courts ap- 
parently dragged on for years, be- 
cause the man remained an “un-

sentenced prisoner” until he died 
in November 1959 while in a 
federal prtson hospital. 

The Comptroller this week in 
reviewing the involved case, 
noted that the man’s pay and al- 
lowances were discontinued in 
April 1954. 

The Army had asked Comptrol- 
ler, Joseph Campbell, if the back 
pay and lump-sum money were 
legally payable to the mother. A 
key issue was whether a person in 
confinement. awaiting trial, whose 
enlistment ends before such trial, 
accrues his pay. 

The Comptroller held that he 
does not. And in turning down 
the claim for lump-sum death 
gratuity, the Comptroller said that 
such pay is only authorized survi- 
vors of deceased servicemen who 
die on active duty.

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Army Nuclear Plant ; 


Lights Arctic Camp 


WASHINGTON—A portable nuclear power plant has 


started generatin 


electricity for 105 civilian scientists and 


military personnel at the Army’s undersnow installation at 
Camp Century, Greenland, located about 800 miles from the 


North Pole, the Departnient 
week, 


Operational tests have started 
on the first nuclear power plant to 
be installed at a remote field in- 
stallation. It will send electricity 
into Camp Century. lines for:power, 
heating and lighting. The plant is 
also producing steam for melting 
sub-surface snow for the camp’s 
water supply. 


With surface temperatures al- 
ready dipping to 25 degrees below 
zero, scientists and military per- 
sonnel have begun working on re- 
search and development activities 
to be conducted on a year-round 
basis. The camp has 30 pre-fabric- 
ated buildings which will provide 
housing, laboratories and other 
necessary units to enable men to 
work and live comfortably in one 
of the earth’s most forbidding 
climates. During the long winter 
night, which lasts from October to 
February, surface temperatures are 
expected to reach 70 degrees be- 
low zero and winds will blow at 
velocities of 125 miles per hour 
and more.

CAMP CENTURY, which was 
built under agreements with Den- 
mark, was designed by Army 
Engineers to cope with the unusual 
problems of constructing camps 
and bases in the severe and in- 
hospitable environs of the polar 
waste lands. 

The sub-surface concept, as it is 
called, consists of cutting deep 
trenches into the snow with ro- 
tary snow plows. The trenches are 
roofed by placing metal arch forms 
over them; and then with use of 
the snow plows, approximately two 


of the Army announced this 








feet of snow is blown back over 
the metal forms. Within 48 hours, 
the snow hardens to the extent 
that the forms can be removed, 
leaving a strong and stable snow 
arch roof, which will withstand 
pressures of more than 100 pounds 
per square inch. Buildings an 
other structures are then erected in 
the covered trenches. 

The camp is entirely below the 
surface, except for ventilation 
shafts, entrances, and exits. 

The 2000 KW semi-portable, pre- 
packaged nuclear power plant is 
air transportable. Portions of it 
were flown to Grenland, but, to 
reduce shipping costs, most pack- 
ages were shipped by water and 
hauled to Camp Century by trac- 
tor-drawn sled trains. 

Camp facilities include barracks, 
mess hall, kitchen, showers, la- 


trines, laundry, library, recreation" ~ 


hall, warehouses, maintenance 
shops, laboratories, a small dis- 
pensary-infirmary, and a chapel. 

Water is supplied from a deep 
well located at one end of the 
camp. The water is produced by 
conveying steam to the bottom of 
the well which melts sufficient 
snow to create a pool of water of 
the desired size. 

Camp Century, although rela- 
tively self-sufficient, will be sup- 
plied during the long winter night 
by tractor-drawn sled trains, which 
wil bring mail, passengers, fresh 
vegetables, and post exchange sup- 
plies from the Army’s base camp at 
Tuto, located 138 miles west of 
Century at the edge of the Green- 
land Icecap.

holder of six national and inter- 
national precision flying titles and 
president of Hawthorne School of 
Aeronautics. 





One of the 29 women who fly 
helicopters and cal} themselves the 
“Whirly-Girls,” Miss Jean Ross 
Howard, was at the fly-in and said 
she was “impressed” with the 
beautiful hills and plains surround- 
ing the Aviation Center. She termed 
the seminar work “terrific” and 
described the aviation program at 
Fort Rucker as being “most mod- 
ern.” 

The visitors were welcomed by 
Maj. Gen, Ernest F. Easterbrook, 
commanding general of the Army 
Aviation Center and commandant 
of the Army Aviation School.
